It lays’ an unreasonable and unnecessary burden 
upon the city by requiring strict proof of the length 
of time smoke is emitted. 

It restricts the initiation of all prosecutions to 
the chief emoke inepecor, whereas the enforcement 
of the ordinance should devolve severally upon the 
chief smoke inspector and the commilseioner of 
health. 

The mayor recommended amendments 

making the emission of smoke an offense 
without regard to the nature of fhe plant and 
dispensing with alli notices. 
_ & draft of an ordinance so amended which

ferred to the judiciary committee, which has 
the smoke law under consideration.

Permission Granted to Terminate 
Transfer Nuisance at 0’ Neill 
Street: | 


The Hnes in the approaching aldermanic 
battle over the local transportation problem 
were drawn a shade closer fast night at the 
meeeting of the city council. All traction 
matters were deferred and made special or- 
ders for the meeting next Monday night, but 
every gnove indicated that the fight between 
the Dunne and anti-Dunne forces will be bit- 
ter. : 
Ald, Hunter introduced a resolution pro- 
viding that the council shall not pass finally 
on the traction problem until the people have 
a chance to ask for a referendum if they want 
one. This is the program of the aldermen 
who are in favor of a settlement with the 
present companies. 

The mayor's supporters showed their line 
of offense and defense in a resolution intro- 
duced by Ald, Dever providing for a compul- 
sory referendum on all trattion legislation 
considered by the council. Both resolutions 
were deferred and ordered published for de- 
bate next Monday. — 


Two Resolutions on Traction. | 


The Hunter resolution laying down the 
procedure of traction’ legislation provides 
that the work of framing a proper ordinance 
should proceed “with such celerity ag to 
make possible the submission of the ordi- 
nance or ordinances to the people not later 
than the city election in April, in case the 
people shall ark for such submission.”

WANTS A STRINGENT LAW. 


Says the Present Recklessness Has 
Become Wholesale 
Murder. 


“Auto madness,” the recklessness of au- 
tomobile scorchers who tear along the boule- 
vards taking life and maiming as they go, 
has roused a new enemy. He is the Rev. 
P. J. McDonnell, rector of St. Mel’s Roman 
Catholic church, Washington boulevard and 
Forty-thirdl avenue, whose coined thegphrase 
“auto madness’ Sunday afternoon in com- 
menting on the injury of the aged widow, 
Mrs. Bridget Hannon, who had been run 
down shortly betore near the church door. 

Father McDonnell has determined to see 
what he can do toward driving the scorching 
evil from the west side boulevards. He has 
made a study of the question for some time 
and has come to the conclusion that the laws 
are inadequare and not properly enforced 
at that. He began work yesterday after- 
noon by framing a petition to the, west park 
board asking the enactment of a me@re 
stringent ordinance and a more careful én- 
forcement of the existing regulations. 

The park board is not inclined to take 
any action beyond directing the boulevard 
police to exercise greater vigilance. 


Mre. Hannon Invalid for Life. 

Mrs. Hannon. the victim of the Sunday 
Lvacnson accident, is at the Garfield Park 
sanitarium in a serious condition, though it 
is now thought unlikely that she will die, 
She will, however, be an invalid the remain- 
der of her life. Harry Johnstone, the chauf- 
feur for J. H. Eustace, 2843 Calumet avenue, 
whose motor ran over Mrs. Hannon, was ar- 
raigned in the morning in the West Lake 
street police station. The case was continued 
pending the result of the victim's 
injuries.

It is believed that the Officers possibly have 
the black in hiding and that the troops have 
been sent to escort him to Houston, where 
there is a mob proof jail. Adjt. Gen. Hulen 
ordered a special train and went from Austin 
to take command of the troops. .

pany. 

If the bankruptcy motion ts granted At- 
torney Levinson, for the poli¢y holders, will 
compel Rosenfeld to take the witness stand 
before the referee and testify: egncerning all 
assets in his possession. It ig entered in the 
names of three women claimants for per- 
sonal judgments aggregating $30,000. It is 
based on an alleged act: of bankruptcy in the 
transfer of a portion of his assets to W. H. 
Gray. : ry 

The petition was filed late in the afternoo 
{t alleges that the step is necessary to pro- 
tect the interests of the creditors. It is urged 
that unless the matter is at once placed 
in the hands of the court he will “' flee its 
jurisdiction and its ad inistration will be 
defeated.’’

~The quo warranto suit of the city against 
the south side traction company is to be ar- 
When 
this branch of the traction litigation will be 
‘disposed of finally no one pretends to know. 
If the state Supreme court shall in any re- 


spect decide in favor of the city the traction 


company will take an appeal to the federal 
Supreme court, which-will involve a delay off 
a year or more. The other branch of the 
street car litigation—that involving the 
Union Traction company—may possibly’ be 


‘argued before the Supreme court at Wash- 
ington at this term, but even if it should be 


several months must elapse before a deci- 
gion is handed down. 

There is one phase of the traction question 
whose settlement cannot be postponed until 
the courts shall have said their last word. 
As a matter of simple justice to several hun- 
dred thousand north and west siders it 
should be disposed of promptly. The ques~ 
tion is: How are the people who travel on 
the cable lines of the Union Traction com- 
pany, which use the La Salle and Washing- 
ton street tunnels,'to be brought into the 
business district after the tunnels have been 
put out of commission? ~ 

The secretary of war has ordered the city 


.to lower the tunnels by Aprill. He will not | 


extend the time. The tunnels must be 
closed to traffic considerably before April 1, 
and the cars which have been traversing 
them will have to be brought over the 
bridges. 

The traction company has its plan for do- 
ing that. It asks that it be allowed to elec- 
trify the cable lines and put up the overhead 
trolley in the business district. To do that 
would take comparatively little time and 
would not cost much. Unquestionably the 
public would get better service than it does 
now. ° 

Some of the aldermen have a different 
plan. It is that the company be compelled, 
to continue the use of the cables outside the 
business district and use electric motors to 
haul the cars through it. These aldermen 
are afraid the traction company will gain 
some advantage if it be allowed to substi- 
tute electricity for the cables on the north 
and west sides. Undoubtedly it would ben- 
efit the company by reducing operating ex- 
penses and increasing receipts. 

The traction company contends that the 
eoupling and uncoupling of motor cars and 
the uncoupling and coupling ef grip cars will 
consume so much time as to interfere seri- 
ously with travel. It must be admitted that 
there would be delays. Suppose a grip car 
were to bring a train down North Clark 
street to Michigan street. There the grip 
car would have to be detached and switched 
off on Michigan street. A motor car would 
have to be run up from some side track and 
h¥tched on to the train. After the motor 
had drawn the train through the business 
district and got back to Michigan and Clark 
it would have to be shunted off somewhere 
and replaced by a grip car. 

If it be the intention of the council to com- 
pel the use of motors in spite of their mani- 
fest drawbacks, regard for the “interests of 
the publi¢ requires that it should inform the 
company at once that such is its fixed de- 
termination. A large number of motors will 
be needed, and they will have to be built to 
order. It will take months to fill the order 
when given. If the company is not given an 
early opportunity to make contracts for mo- 
tors it will have none on hand when the tun- 
nels are closed. Will the patrons. of the 
cable lines be pleased if obliged to walk 
across the bridges? 

If the council does not intend to insist on 
motors and is prepared to let the traction 
company electrify its cable lines it should 
say so promptly, so that the company may 
make its unhurried arrangements for get- 
ting out of the tunnels and pulling out its 
cables. 

The council should determine w thd de- 
lay what it intends to do about this matter. 
The north and west siders who use the cable 
are desirous that adequate provision should 
be made for taking them into and out of 
the business*district when the‘tunnels are 
closed, and they are waiting impatiently to 
learn what the council intends to doin the 
premises.

Since Ameri- 
can college athletes are not to have achance 
to contest with the Englishmen it is to be 
hoped that they and their physical drectors 
‘and trainers will at least go to see the lat- 
ter play. Possibly by doing so they may 
learn that men may show themselves true 
sportsmen without betraying any of the.pris- 
tine barbarity of human nature and prove 
themselves thorough athletes without break- 
ing one another's bones. 


NO “ARMY OF THE UNEMPLOYED.” 

The New York state department of 
labor says there are felatively fewer idle 
wage workers in New York now than there 
have been at any time in ten years. The 
game may be said of Chicago and of 
the country in general, Indeed it may be 
doubted if there ever was a.time in the na- 
tion's history when, a_ larger proportion 
of its working population was employed at 
good wages than is’ the case today, The 
“army of the unemployed” has almost 
entirely disbanded. 

This situation of affairs is primarily due, 
of course, to the general prosperity. It 
is secondarily’ due to the absence of serious 
labor troubles. Manufacturers, master 
builders, transportation companies, and 
other employers are. profiting largely by 
the existing satisfactory labor conditions.

the British metropolis by their quaint cos- 
tume and absence of ui] Headereay, no matter 
what the state of the weather. The coat con- 
sists of a long sort of gabardine of dark 
blue, with bright metal buttons, and reach- 
ing to the heels, fastened at the waist by an 
ordinary leather belt, and the skirts of which 
the boys would pin back when engaged in 
play, displaying beneath blue cloth knee 
breeches and stockings of the most aggres- 
sive yellow hue. The boys of this school, 
which dates from the time of Edward VL., 
who, endowed it, are known as the “ Blue- 
coat Boys,” and go bareheaded by usage 
and preference, rather than by any hard and 
fast rule. For to each pupil'there ie served 
out, along with his other habiliments, which 
are’ cut in accordance with the fashions of 
the, time of the reformation, a specie§ of 
muffin shaped cap of the same epoch, which 
is so absolutely ridiculous that the first thing 
that a blue coat boy does is to consign it 
to destruction, lest he should ever in a mo- 
ment of aberration be tempted to wear it. 
The election of lord mayor of London was 
formerly held on the feast of the translation 
of St. Edward, Oct. 12; But it was altered 
to Michaelmas day—tiat is to gay, to the 
20th of September—by an act of the com- 
mon council, dating from the reign of King 
Henry VIII. The lord mayor is elected on 
that day from among the twenty-six alder- 
men, by a body known as the “common 
hall,” consisting of the liverymen—that is 
to say, the members of the various city 
guilds and companies, the lord mayor acting 
as president and the sheriffs performing the 
duties of returning officers. The powers of 
the common hall are confined to the election 
of the lord mayor and of the sheriffs, who 
each hold their office for a year, like the 
mayor, and the chamberlain, whose election 
takes place annually on Midsummer day. 
The aldermen are elected for life by the 
various city wards, and if they refuse to 
serye are obliged ‘t6 pay a fine of $2,500, 
which can likewise be Imposed upon any of 
their number who refuse to put in a term as 
lord mayor. I may add that the board of 
aldérmen is the benck: of magistrates for 
the; city of London, syperintends the ad- 
ministering of justice and police, and li- 
cenges brokers at a cost to the latter of $25 
yearly, none being allowed to do business

8 that the lord mayor is sworn 
into office by the lord ‘high chancellor, and 
on the following day he proceeds in state to 
the courts of law, to be formally presented 
to the barons of the exchequer, and inas- 
much as this has always been made the sub- 
ject of a great civic pageant—of a city holi- 
day-~the) new ‘lord mayor’s inaugural ban- 
quet taking place the fame evening at the 
old Guildhall, where he entertains the cab- 
inet ministers, the judges, and the foreign 
envoys, Nov. 9 has come to be known as 
the’ Lord Mayor's day. 

It) is merely fortuitous that the latter 
should coincide with King Edward's birth- 
day, Formerly mayors. including the lord 
mayor of London, were installed on Oct. 
29, the day after the feast of St. Simon 
and St. Jude, but as this date was changed 
more than 150 years ago to Nov. 8 by a 
statute bearing the signature of King 
George II., the fact of the lord mayor's 
day falling on the anniversary of the birth of 
the’ present king Is purely an affair of 
chance. 

The lord mayor of London draws a con- 
siderably larger salary than any munici- 
pal dignitary in this country, his pay amount- 
ing, like that of the president of the United 
States, to $50,000 a year, besides which he 
has a ‘furnished residence—namely: the 
Mansion house, a stately building opposite 
the Bank of England, 4nd designed early in 
the eighteenth century by Sir John Van- 
brugh, who was likewise the architect of 
Blenheim palace; the home of the young 
duchess of Marlborough, now in this coun- 
try. 

| ~e- 

Inasmuch as considerable speculation ex: 
ists as to what is meanteby the “ liverymen,”’ 
to whom is intrusted the election of the lord 
mayor, it may be useful to explain that an old 
Saxon law which exacted sureties from 
every freeman above the age of 14 for his 
good behavior led to the organization of cer- 
taifli asgociations, called “ guilds.” Some of 
them were ecclesiastical and the others secu- 
lar.' The most ancient! of these guilds was 
the Knights’ guild, possessed of privileges 
granted by King Edgar for services rendered 
in war. | Then the steelyard and shipyard 
merchants of London formed a confederacy 
to protect their trade im the Baltic sea, and 
the guild eventually developed into the Han- 
seatic league, the English origin of which is 
too often forgotten. 

By and bye, other trade guilds were formed 
under charters granted by the crown, among 
the oldest of the Hvery companies now in 
existence being the Saddlers, which was in- 
corporated under a chartér granted by King 
Edward I. tn 12T2. The Goldsmiths’ guild 
received its charter from the same king 
Edward I., and in the year 1300 a law was 
enacted that *“‘ no vessel of silver depart out 
of the hands of the workers until it be as- 
saved by the wardens of the guild, and 
marked with the leopard’s head.’’ 
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In the reign of King EdwardlIlIlI. the name 
of ‘‘ guild ’"’ was changed for that of ** Livery 
company,” in consequence of the distinctive 
dress or livery worn by the merchants be- 
longing to the several guilds. Each guild not 
only supervised the 
of its own particular trade but likewise gave 
its attention to the edudation of the appren- 
tices, and to the alleviation of the wants.of 
those members who for one reason or an- 
other had become destitute. The Vintners’ 
Livery company, whose charter bears the 
signature of Edward IIL., ** for the importa- 
tion of wines trom Gascoyne and France,’ 
enjoys the privilege conferred upon It by that 
monarch of keeping swans on the Thames, 
which it shares to this day with the soy- 
ereign, all others being .déebarred therefrom 
by statute. The Apothe¢aries’ company, for 
instance, has the royal privilege of examining 
all apothecaries, and their assistants, and of 
certifying them; no'apothecary or his assist- 
ant being able to ply his profession without 
such a certificate. Moreover, the officers of 
this company have the ‘power of searching 
for bad drugs in England and Wales, and in- 
flicting heavy fines upon the offenders. 

The oldest company ofall now in existence 
undoubtedly is the Weavers’ company, which 
was incorporated by King Henry ILI. in the 
year 1184, the charter bearing the seal of St. 
Thomas & Becket, the primate and lord keep- 
er of England, who was murdered in Can- 
terbury cathedral by thé emissaries of King 
Henry Il, 

If | have devoted so ‘much attention 
these livery companies; concerning which 
so little is known here, it is because, with 
their ancient charters, their records, and an- 
nals, going back for seven and eight cen- 
turiés without any interruption, their enor- 
mous wealth, their quaint old prerogatives 
and privileges, they constitute, collectively, 
that grand old institution known as the 
‘city of London,’’ the one city in the world 
which can show an uninterrupted succession 
of mayors and of continuous municipal au- 
tonomy extending over a’ per iod of more than 
800 years, 
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The lord mayor of London is, ex-officio. an 
admiral of the port of London, a general of 
militia, one of the chief butlers and cup bear- 
ers to the sovereign, with the right of offi- 
cilating as such at coronation banquets, a 
master of the city hunt (which, by the way, 
no longer exists), a Judge jn'civil and criminal 
cases, and a controller of weights and meas- 
ures; Further, he has, in addition to his sal- 
ary and his official residence, his gentlemen 
in waiting, his chaplain, his purse bearer, his 
sword bearer, his marshal, and last, but not 
least, his own hangman, and the sovereign 
himself, 48 well as his troops, are debarred— 
theoretically of course—from entering the 
city without recefving beforehand the per- 
mission of the lord mayor. These preroga- 
tives, thoroughly explofted abroad, are ac- 
countable for the awe with which the lord 
mayor of London is regarded on the conti. 
nent\of Evrope, where, by the uninitiated, he 
is popularly accounted a far more important 
and powerful dignitary of the realm than the 
archbishop of Canterbury, the lord’ high 
shancellor, and the prime eae eta 
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 Sedivae Fail to Become Impressed 


with’ American Policy and Are 
“Eager to Govern Themselves. 


BY RICHARD WEIGHTMAN. 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 2.—[Special.}—One 
fact developed by the Taft expedition to the 
Philippines is that of the deep desire and 
resolute purpose of the natives to obtain the 
privilege of self-government, Other matters 
are involved in more or less uncertainty. 
There can be no doubt on this point whatso- 
ever, 

We hear from time to time positive asser- 
tions to the effect that the Fillpinos are 
gradwally becoming reconciled to our rule, 


realizing*our superior methods and tnstitu- | 


tions. These, however, invariably emanate 
from our own Officials or from some bene- 
ficiary of our establishment. The Filipinos 
themselves invariably declare, and with 
steadily increasing emphasis, that they want 
to govern themselves. 
confined to the ignorant, low classes. Itis 
the unanimous sentiment of the educated, 
well to do, and responsible elements of the 
population. 

During the St. Louls world’s fair, as will be 
recalled, the government ught here from 
Manila quite a party of cultivated and dis- 
tinguished Filipinos. They were escorted to 
the great exposition, brought on to Washing- 
ton, taken hence to New York, and elsewhere. 
A number of our own officials, military and 
civil, were detailed to attend them, minister 
to their wants, and explain in the most im- 
pressive language they could command the 
vast power of the United States, the splendor 
of its civilization, and the inestimable bene- 
fit of our guardianship and benevolent as- 
similation. 

Those Filipino visitors were féted and 
feasted. They saw our great cities, the evi- 
dences of our stupendous power and pros- 
perity—saw us, in fact, at our biggest and our 
best; yet a few evenings after their return to 
Manila they held a public meeting, which was 
attended by many hundreds of Filipinos of all 
classes, and then and there reiterated their 
unabated aspiration for a Filipino dispensa- 


tion in the Philippines. 
~~ 


Object: to Existing Order. 

That they have not since amended this 
passion or in any way modified their dis- 
taste for the existing régime was made suffi- 
ciently plain the, other day, when they ex- 
pressed precisely similar views to the Taft 
party. Perhaps they are stupid and vicious, 
obstinate and degraded. That is as may 
be—an open question. But it ‘e no longer pos- 
‘gible to believe that our government is win- 
ning their confidemce and sympathy or to 
hope that they will ever embrace our rule 
with contentment and gratitude. 

But if the Taft expedition adds nothing to 
the fund of information upon which con- 
gress may rely in constructing a successful 
colonial policy in the Philippines, the senate 
committee on Pacific islands has had in its 
possession for three years a modest liftle 
document from which the legislative body 
may draw vast stores of wise and useful 
knowledge. This takes the form of a memo- 
randum furnished by the navy department 
during the second sessian of the fifty-sev- 
enth congress, consisting of a compact, yet 
complete and comprehensive, statement of 
the methods that have been adopted and har- 
moniously practiced by our authorities in 
the Samoan island which we call Tutulila. 
The islands came to us as a result of the 
partition ordained by the American-Anglo- 
German compact of 1899, and they are now 
governed by the navy department, to the 
great advantage and entire satisfaction of 
the natives. 
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Native Customs Sacred. 

Looking over the report of the secretary 
of native affairs, under date Nov. 18, 1901, 
I find that Capt. Tilley, U; 8. N., the first 
commandant of the station, was careful 
from the first to leave the native customs un- 
disturbed except where it was necessary to 
organize them to coherency and order. He 
has constructed a form of government, to 
be sure, by the simple expedient of giving 
practical effect to their own ideasand specific 
form to their own traditions and aspirations. 

But he has in no way Interfered with the 
essential and fundamental principles upon 
which their institutions are/founded. What 
they wanted to do but could not he has shown 
them how to do successfully and without 
friction. They are governed by their own 
chiefs, as they were before, but the chieftain- 
ship is no longer decided by war and bilooc 
shed. Rival claims are carried to the native 
courts and settled there by peaceful means. 

Tnis is the “ education” to which the 
navy department seems to have Iimited its 
authority and solicitude—teaching thd@ na- 
tives how to govern themselves in orderly 
and decent fashion. The natives clung tena- 
ciously to theircustoms. Those customs still 
prevail, with the exception of such as have 
been abolished by the request of the people 
themselves, who soon found that certain 
of their observances were diseordant with 
the more essential features of their scheme. 
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Nearest Approach to Freedom. 

In a word, these Samoans in our division 
of the archipelago, enjoy ‘the nearest possi- 
ble approach to absolute freedom—for the 
individual must always surrender something 
in consideration of the protection he receives 
from organized society-and they have 
abundantly disclosed their ability to under- 
stand the blessing. Nothing is required of 
them, as individuals, beyond the observance 
of certain primitive moralities. Nobody hin- 
ders or lectures them touching their private 
comings and goings. Nobody has compelled 
or even asked them to abandon a single im- 
portant ideal bequeathed to them by their 
ancestors. But they have seen of their own 
light that the essential things they want 
will most easily be obtained and most se- 
curely held by relinquishing discordant prac- 
tices. 

Thus we see a people, contented, governing 
themselves much more thoroughly than they 
ever did before; sincerely. grateful to us; not 
alarmed at the prospect of assimilation, be- 
or otherwise; unconsciously (ab- 
sorbing the only ‘‘ education ’’ possible to 
them—the education of example, object Jes- 
sons, familiar and intelligible demonstration. 
The nayy department is not trying to 
“ Americanize "' them. No swarm of Ameri- 
can school teachers has alighted on the car- 
cas; no costly civil list now preys upon the 
native treasury. 
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Self-Respect Protected. 

Here we have one friendly and sympathetic 
colony. The natives are conscious of no 
assault upon their dignity, They harbor no 
sense of insult or affront. Their selt-respect 
has been carefully protected, their manhood 
etimulated. They are governgng themselves 
according to their most imperative demana. 
Thetr lares and p.nates have been subjected 
to no impious and brutal sacrilege. So they 
draw nearer to us day by day. We have 
avoided the offensive stupidity of pretending 
to know what they need better than they 
do themeelves. They requite this tactful 
courtesy by thanking and loving us for our 
help and sympathy. 

It seems to me that congress, assuming 
that it really” wishes to confer glory upon 
our expansion and give thelr country a 
character as a colonizing nation, will be wise 
to study this navy department memorandum 
in respect of Tutuila. The most optimistic of 
expansionists—crediting the whole tot of 
them with a brain apiece—will hardly dare 
to say that our Philippine policy has been

The play.is weak, being exceedingly 
light weight in story and containing little at- 
tempt at character drawing, but the glimpses 
it affords of European travel conditions and 
the difficulties the gullible American has 
when struggling with those conditions make 
the play good fun. And Mr. Wilson’s pre- 
sentment of the title character is so hearty, 
so frankiy aimed at winning a laugh, so thor- 
oughly Wilsonesque in its every particular, 
that it not only entertains you in right good 
fashion. but it wins your liking. You are 
heartily pleased when ‘“ Cousin Billy” gets 
kissed by his sweetheart—and how she did 
kiss hin! It was worth going a long distance 
to see and hear! And you are sorry for him 
when he finds out that all his enjoyed atti- 
tude as a hero has been founded on a trick. 
The audience which filled Powers’ last even- 
ing found the performance decidedly to its 
liking, and the clean, harmless fun offered 
on the stage was accorded fhe willing tribute 
of laughter spontaneous, abundant, and 
hearty. 


After ‘‘ Cousin Billy.” Mr. Wilson and his 
company presented a short play of more 
character, entitled ‘‘The Little 
Father of the Wilderness.’ It tells of the 
return to the court of Louis XV. of Pére 
Marlotte, an aged missionary, who at the 
sacrifice of strength and health had carried 
Christianity into the Canadian wilds. The 
king has sent for him, but not as the old 
priest thought to thank him for his services, 
but to have him decide a bet which Louis 
had made with one of his courtiers as'to the 
height of Niagara falls. The old priest is 
sent away with scant approval, and Louis 
receives with pomp Frontenac, his general, 
who has led the troops through the Canadian 
provinge. Frontenac sees Pé@re Marlotte, 
tells the King of the great services of the old 
man, and the pretty playlet closes with Louis 
and his court Kneeling to receive the blessing 
of the simple missionary, who henceforth ig 
to bear ‘the title of archbishop of Toulouse. 

Mr. Wilson as Pére Marlotte gets farther 
away from himself than he does in ‘* Cousin 
Billy,”’ although his walk and his tongue re- 
fuse to conceal their identity. The result of 
this refusal is a giggle from the audience in 
some of the most serious moments. Could 
the one-acter precede the farce a double 
henefit would be secured—the patrons would 
leave the theater in better spirits and they 
would take Mr. Wilson's more serious work 
more seriously,
